DISTRICT  300  —  MEDICINE  LODGE-UPPER  HORSE  PRAIRIE:  That  portion  of 
Beaverhead  County  lying  within  the  following  described  boundary:  Beginning  at  Clark 
Canyon  Dam,  thence  westerly  along  Route  324  to  the  Trail  Creek -Lemhi  Pass  Road,  thence
